arrested 


in Boyne 
stand-off 


On Monday, Aug. 13, atwo anda 
half hour long stand-off at the Boyne 
City Marina ended peacefully when 
the suspect, who had holed up in a 
shower room at the marina, was es- 
corted out in handcuffs by police. 

The incident began around 4 p.m., 
when the Boyne City Police Depart- 
ment was investigating a reported 
breaking and entering of a boat at the 
Jaunch ramp. According to police, the 
owner of the boat reported that he had 
surprised the suspect coming out of 
the boat, and was able to provide a 
detailed description. 

The suspect was then spotted by 
an officer at the Boyne City Marina; 
upon secing the officer approach, the 
suspect darted into the shower room, 
and refused to come out and speak 
with the officer. 

Police said that the suspect then 
told the officer that he was armed with 
a 9mm pistol, and warned the offic- 
ers several times not to enter the 
room. On occasion, said police, the 
suspect also made suicidal threats. 

Officers cordoned off the area and 
requested assistance of the Northern 


Michigan Emergency Response 


Team. Boyne City Police Officer Ken 
Schrader headed up the negotiations. 

Prior to the arrival of the emer- 
gency response team, the suspect 
came out without incident and was 
found to be unarmed. He was arrested 
and was charged with Ilegal Entry, 
Malicious Destruction of Property, 


. and Resisting and Obstructing a Po- 


lice Officer. 

The name of the suspect was not 
available at press ume. 

Also assisting at the scene were 
the Charlevoix County Sheriff’s De- 
partment, Charlevoix County Marine 
Patrol, DNR Park Officer, and the 
Boyne City Ambulance Department.

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State Police 
looking into EJ 
‘jaws’ incident 


As Michigan State Police are in- 
vestigating an incident involving the 
East Jordan Fire Department’s jaws 
of life equipment, the public, as well 
as the city commission, awaits an an- 
swer. 

Atlast week’s meeting of the East 
Jordan City Commission, citizens and 
commissioners both voiced their frus- 
trations, despite the fact that city ad- 
ministrator David White requested 
that further discussion of the matter 
be delayed until after the investiga- 
tion is concluded. 

City commissioner Shane Will- 
iams, who has in recent months 
voiced numerous concerms over main- 
tenance and safety issues involving 
the department, was among the first 
to speak up, eventually requesting 
White’s resignation. 

“] want your resignation,” he said, 
addressing White. “I don’t know what 
else to say.” 

“And I'll say Iam not resigning my 
position as city administrator for the 
City of East Jordan,” White replied. 

Williams’ main point, echoed by 
others at the meeting, was a need for 
accountability in the incident, in 
which two sets of jaws of life equip- 
ment failed at the scene of an auto 
accident on July 29 on Mt. Bliss 
Road. Both sets initially failed to 
work; after false starts, it was discov- 
ered that both sets were out of gas. 
Once filled, firefighters were able to 
use the equipment to extricate injured 


accident victim Dennis Skrocki, Sr., 
50, who later died at Charlevoix Area 
Hospital of injuries sustained in the 
accident. 

Despite the fact that, according to 
fire chief Glen Thorman, the jaws have 
been checked daily by firefighters, no 
one has offered an explanation as to 
why the jaws were out of gas. The 
Michigan State Police are currently 
investigating the situation. 

“T want accountability,” said Wil- 
liams. “Against my better judgment, 
I went along with everyone’s wishes 
to hush up [about his concerns regard- 
ing the fire department]. I’m not 
happy with that.” Commissioner 
Ruth Gee expressed a similar opin- 


ion, noting that “I feel there does need 
to be accountability. I do feel that 


when [the commission] made a mo- 
tion not to talk about [fire department 
issues] we said pretty clearly, ‘okay, 
we're turning it over to you Dave 
(White]. You gave us your assurance, 
and somehow the ball was dropped.” 

Though other commissioners con- 
curred, when Williams later made a 
motion to terminate White’s employ- 
ment with the city, effective immedi- 
ately, the motion died before a vote 
due to lack of support from a second 
commissioner. Concluded Williams, 
“fn the meantime, the reassurance 
we're getting is that you [White] and 
the fire chief are taking care of [the

Looking back, the celebrations are 
made even more remarkable by the 


- fact that the East Jordan Family 
’ Health Center is an organization.that 


started out nearly by accident. 

In 1976, the community of East 
Jordan quite suddenly found itself 
without local medical care after the. 
city’s. only doctor, John H. Savory, 
died unexpectedly on July 22 after. 


practicing for 28 years in the town. 


“It's. pretty. impressive when you. 
think about it,” said the center’s cur- 


rent chief financial officer. Laurie | 
“Hurwitz McNeil. “This was a group 


of people who said, ‘Hey, we don’t 
have a doctor. What are we going to 


_ do about it?” 
:. What they did was come together - 


to gather the ideas and resources ‘to 
build a medical center for the com- 


-, munity. The center was incorporated 


on Oct. 5, 1976, and fund-raising be- 
gan in earnest in January of 1977, in 
the form of bake sales, contributions 
from local businesses, groups, and 
individuals, as well as a grant from 
the Health, Education and Welfare 
Rural Health Initiative. The $185,000 
center, once constructed, would be 
member-owned and guided by a vol- 
unteer board. 


Actual construction began i in the : 


fall of 1977, and in the spring of 1978, 
with one physician, Dr. Kiaus Hergt, 
the center opened its doors for busi-. 


ness. And, since then, they haven’t 


looked back. 
The center, from the start, has been 


intended to truly service all members - 


of the community.

Raven Hill 
partners with 
Conservancy 
to protect land 


The Little Traverse Conservancy is partnering with 
the Raven Hill Discovery Center in East Jordan to pro- 
tect 140 acres of land for education and public enjoy- 
ment. 

In the spring of 2001, the Conservancy was asked 
tg step in when two properties adjacent to Raven Hill 
were listed for sale. In addition to preventing devel- 
opment on the borders of the center’s 157 acres, ac- 
quisition of these lands would allow for the expansion 
of environmental education opportunities currently 
available at Raven Hill. 

“This piece of land serves to increase the diversity 
and enrich the expericnces that visitors can have at 
Raven Hill,” said Raven Hill co-founder Cheri Leach. 
“The geology of the glacial moraines and the biology 
of the living organisms within a beech-maple habitat 
will pique the curiosity and encourage exploration of a 
beautiful natural habitat, making the woods and fields 
into a unique museum for children of the community.” 
Leach also noted that an old farm site on the property 
will provide an opportunity for a long-term archeo- 
logical dig right in Raven Hill's own “backyard.” 

According to MaryKay O’ Donnell, Conservancy di- 
rector of land protection, the organization has until Sep- 
tember to raise the remaining $170,000 or a total of 
$300,000 needed to protect the property. If their goal 
is met, the land will be owned and managed as a Con- 
servancy nature preserve, and so will be open to the 
public and available for environmental education pro- 
grams for visitors to Raven Hill.

Again, emphasized executive direc- 
tor Dan McKinnon, the center is 
meant to serve all members of the 
community, and so a full 40 percent 
of their clients pay for their medical 
services through third party insur- 
ance. “We take care of everyone in 
the community,” he said. 

The numbers certainly support 
that idea. In 2000, the center, along 
with its satellite facility in Bellaire, 
logged over 10,000 users for the year, 
and tallied a total of 36,88 I office vis- 
tts. 

Over the years, the center has 
added space and services to accom- 
modate the growing response from 
area residents. Early on, the health 
center provided space for a psycholo- 
gist who was an employee of North- 
ern Michigan Community Mental 
Health (NMCMH). Subsequently, 
the center housed a unit of NMCMH, 
including counseling and case man- 
agement staff, rotating psychiatric 
services, and a NMCMH business of- 
fice. While in 1994, NMCMH’s 
needs outgrew the available space 
leading to a move to Charlevoix, re- 
ferral relationships continue, and the 
health center later leased one of the 
former counseling rooms to CHIP 
Counseling Center and Third Level 
Crisis Center. These organizations 
now provide part-time substance 
abuse counseling as well as general 
counseling services on-site. 

In 1970, the basement was reno- 
vated to provide services for all local 
public health clinical services for 
Charlevoix County which later 
moved to Charlevoix, although many 
of the services including WIC, 
EPSDT, OB support services, and 
nutritional services continue to be 
available at the health center. The 
north section of the building, includ- 
ing the present north waiting room 
and community room, was added in 
the mid-1980s. The elevator, north 
staircase and heating improvements 
were completed jin 1988, and addi- 
tional land was acquired to the east 
and south of the building in 1989 to 
allow space for additional develop- 
ment. 

Additional clinic space was added 
in 1990, to the south of the building 
and administrative space was com- 
pleted in the basement of the addi- 
tion shortly thereafter. The west ad-

The Bellaire Family Health Cen- 
ter was acquired in October of 1999, 
when the center learned that Burns 
Clinic would be vacating its practice 
there, essentially leaving Bellaire “in 
the same situation East Jordan was in 
25 years ago,” said Hurwitz-McNeil. 
The Bellaire center currently has one 
doctor and one physician’s assistant 
on staff. 

Much of the expansion and reno- 
vation activity over the years has been 
achieved by the same means as the 
center was founded; through the sup- 
port and perseyerance of the center’s 
membership, as well as the support of 
various grant foundations that support 
their vision. 

Recently, the center has achieved 
another milestone, an endorsement 
from the Joint Commission for Ac- 
creditation of Health Care Organiza- 
tions. The commission holds health 
care facilities up to “very rigorous 
standards” said McKinnon, standards 
that begin at the most basic level, in- 
cluding a safe physical environment, 
and move on up to clinical and fiscal 
reviews. The process is.a learning 
experience for the center, said 
McKinnon, noting that while they al- 
ready had many of the required stan- 
dards in place, “there were other 
things we had to improve upon. It was 
also an educational experience for us 
to learn what national things are hap- 
pening.” 

“One of the best things about the 
whole process,” said Hurwitz- 
McNeil, “is that the people who come 
in have been in this business doing 
this, but have also been in lots of dif- 
ferent places. {Their input] makes you 
think outside of the box.” 

With that feather in their cap, the 
center is doing anything but sitting 
back and enjoying their success. In- 


there's a serious situation and we’re 
still sitting here saying ‘let’s wait.’” 

The remainder of the commission 
expressed a willingness to wait until 
the investigation is concluded, though 
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stead, they’re in the midst of a major 
effort called the Midwest Patient Re- 
design Collaboration. The East Jor- 
dan Family Health Center, along with 
12 other community health organiza- 
tions in the Midwest, is undergoing a 
process that will literally change the 
way care is given to patients at the 
facility. “Everything becomes pa- 
tient-focused,” said Hurwitz-McNeil. 
The goal, she said, is to “decrease [a 
patient’s]} time in the building, and 
increase {the patient’s] time one on 
one with their doctor.” 

Though the effort will require 
medical providers to alter the current 
mindset about the way that doctor 
visits are managed, the end result 
“will hopefully improve the quality” 
of the care, said McKinnon. It should 
also result in a more streamlined, or- 
ganized approach that will benefit 
both patients and medical staff. 

For now though, the staff, board, 
and members will enjoy celebrating 
their 25 years of success, On Aug. 
23, the third annual Patient Apprecia- 
tion Day will be a special celebration, 
thanking their patients for bringing 
them this far. 

The event will be held from 4-7 
p.m, (check time) and will feature a 
live band and picnic, as well as a dunk 
tank where patients can dunk their 
doc. There will also be an infant 
safety shower focusing on toy and 
food safety, with demos in infant CPR 
and first aid. AAA will be on-hand 
to demonstrate safe car seats, and 
those attending will receive vouchers 
for a free car seat inspection. Infor- 
mation on sun and home safety will 
also be available, and there will be 
free diabetes screening and free blood 
pressure readings. 

As a special part of the event, all 
board members over the last 25 years 
have been invited, in order to receive 
special recognition for their roles in 
the center’s progress. There will also 
be adisplay of historical pictures and 
information that will chronicle the 
center’s history. A representative 
from Congressman Bart Stupak's 
staff will be on hand to present the 
center with an official copy of a reso- 
lution entered into the Congressional 
record by Stupak, recognizing the 
center's 25 years of dedication.

A modern, larger sanctuary, new pastor’s 
study and bookstore will replace it: The new building will be about 50 percent larger than 
the sanctuary built in 1910 by men belonging to the Evangelical Lutheran Church of East 


Jordan. - 


Lois’s experiences i the sanctuary were as a lifetime member of the-Lutheran church. 
The Harvest Barn bought the building in the early 1990s, when the Lutherans decided to 
build a new church on Rogers Road. Between the two ministries, nearly a century of 
services have been held in the sanctuary. 

“Tt’s unfortunate that the building has to be torn down, but it’s no longer safe,” says 
Harvest Barn pastor Kimon Criner. “The walls are bowed outward and the back wall isn’t 
secure.” About five years ago, Harvest Barn looked into refurbishing the structure. An 
architect from Traverse City told them they would spend far more restoring the building 
than starting over. Since then, the church has continued to grow while the building has 
needed work on its roof, and sewage and heating systems. 

A decision was made to raze the oldest part of the church, leaving the fellowship hall 
that was added onto the sanctuary in 1955 and a second section in 1981. 

Although the older sanctuary stands as a reminder of countless services and family 
occasions, the memories of the events will remain long after the wooden structure is gone. 
And through the construction of the new sanctuary, countless more memories will be 
made for a new generation of East Jordan residents.
